course between Austria and Bussia, without 
letting his trust become the servant of either. 
In one sense they admit that M. Ristics has 
adifferent game to play between these two 
great powers, but in another sense 
the game is easy, as Servia is protected by 
their mutual jealousies. Pessimists, how- 
ever, argue that the envious fear existing 
between the two great powers will undoubt- 
edly result in an overt act by one of the other, 
which will precipitate the war so long 
dreaded. Both powers are continually 
strengthening their frontier forces, and at 
presenteach hasan immense army ready to 
move at a moment’s notice. 

NOT RUSSOPHILES. 

Because five-sixths of the present Servian 
Parliament are Radicals, a number of the 
Viennese statesmen assumed they are 
also ‘*Russophiles,’’ and that the 
Radicals and Liberals, the Conser- 
vatiwes being entirely wiped out 
at the last election, were mainly breoceupied 
with measures for quickly and effectually 
handing over their country to the Russians. 
This is a great mistake, butit may yet be 
made a pretext for Austrian interference in 
Servian affairs. The fact is the Servians have 
no special affection for Russia, and certainly 
have no desire tobe merged in the Russian 
Empire. What they do care about is reunion 
with the scattered millions of the Servian 
race. They may be willing to give up all hope 
of Croatia and Montenegro, but they decided- 
ly want Bosnia, Herzegovina, Novi-Bazar and 
part of Macefienia. They regard Austria as 
their enemy, because Austria has occupied the 
Servian lands of Bosnia and Herzegovina, and 
has pushed forward a wedge between Servia 
and Montenegro dy ber advance to Novi- 
Bazar. 

This feeling is but natural on the part of the 
Servians, as there cannot be the faintest doubt 
that the chief, though not the only motive 
of the Austrian Government in the adoption of 
this forward policy, was to strangle the 
greater Servia in its cradle. Austria did not 
wanta new, strong and compact state to be 
created on her frontier, and so set herself at 
work to make any such state impossible. 
Whether her interest really demanded any 
such interference is a point on which it is 
possible to hold two opinions, but there can 
be no doubt that even if she gained any ad- 
vantage by her forward policy, it is an advan- 
tage for which she has had to pay. 

: THE DOMINANT SENTIMENT. 

The Servians are neither Pan-Slavs nor 
**Russophbiles,’’ but they are undoubtedly 
Pan-Serbs and anti-Austrian, and these feel- 
ings have been kept below the surface only by 
ex-King Milan’s steady influence, the manipu- 
lations of elections and the natural fear ofa 
great and powerful neighbor. 

The great interest of the present situation is 
that these causes have now very largely be- 
come inoperative. The Servians do notlike 
Austria for the excellent reasons above men- 
tioned. They farther think that they are ex- 
ploited by her, which is quite true, 
Two-thirds of the total Servian trade is 
done with Austria. and M. Ristics’ first term 
of office came to an end cecause he resigned 
rather than yield to the demands made by 
Austria in the treaty of commerce, Nothing 
makes one nation hate another more than 
the belief, well or ill-founded, that it is being 
commercially exploited for the other’s bene- 
fit, without corresponding advantage to itself. 

The geographic position of Austria could 
not but have at ell times secured to it a great 
and legitimate influence in Servia. In strivy- 
ing for more she has endangered everything.

ERLIN, March 80. 
The political spirit is 
more active now 
than it has been for 
years. The proposed 
penal laws increas- 
ing the restrictions 
imposed on 6Social- 
ists and newspapers 
have caused various 
parties to take up 
the attitude of sup- 
portor resistance of 
& more determined character. The press, so 
far as it can keep clear of official relations 
with the Gevernment, is fighting for itself, 
regardiess of party and this introduces some 
confusion among the conservatives and other 
thick-and-thin defenders of the Government. 
The Socialists propose to begin a regular eon- 
stitutional agitation for the maintenance of 
their righte. They arelaying out a parlia- 
mentary campaign, in the course of which 
they intend to have a candidate to contest 
every important constituency in the next 
general elections for the Reichstag. They ex- 
pect, if interfered with by the authorities, 
to return a much larger number than they at 
present have, and by an alliance with the 
various groups inthe Reichstag to secnre a 
share of political power necessary for self- 
defense. 

The Borsen Courier says Count Waldersee 
will before long be appointed Governor of 
Alsace. This indicates that the Count 
grows apace in the esteem of the Emperor 
and might excite apprehension in any 
mind except thatof Bismarck. The idea of 
any rivalry between the two is moonshine. 
The Chancellor is too firmly rooted as a part

Why Disastrous Collisions Are So Frequent 
On the British Coast.

Marine. An attache of the office of the Board 
of Trade, which has jurisdiction in such 
matters, said this afternoon. ‘‘It is extreme- 
ly important that attention should be drawn 
to this matter because, even if 4 man has 
eatisfactorily passed the vision test 
preparatory to vigning articies, he 
may still subsequently lose the 
keenness of his sight, and become in addition 
to all intents and purposes color-blind. The 
cause which leads to thie untoward condition 
of things is invariably the use of tobacco. 
disorder is known to Opthalmic piace af 
tobacco ambltopla, aud the worst feature 
of the case is that the man himself is unable to 
appreciate the serious loss he bas sustained in 
color perception, while even his failure of 
vision does not at first attract bis attention. 
„Green and red, the two colors 
of all others with which he has to 
deal, become in adyanced cases of 
this disease, altogether imperceptible. A 
little reflection, therefore, will show that to 
place such 4 man in a lookout position, per- 
haps on accountof his previous good record 
for sight, would be unquestionably to court 
disaster. When, however, it is remembered 
how much the safety of ships in crowded 
‘*thoroughfares’’ at sea depends upon the 
good sight of sallors, expediency alone would 
suggest the urgency of submitting the crews 
to a periodical examination of the vision and 
color-sense and the Secretary of the Board of 
Trade will shortly issue an order directing 
that such examinations shall be held.

A New Hampshire 
giri, tenderly raised, she showed much mu- 
sical talent, took lessons and was the admira- 
tion of her friends, who thought that a year or 
two of study here in Berlin would make her a 
success in the musical world, She came full 
of proud hopes, entered the Ryall Academy 
only to find that her musical knowledge 
was but plecework, that at the 
age of 25 she would have to retrate her entire 
course. Her teacher rudely reproved her un- 
success. Deeply wounded in her pride, die 
appointed in her ambition, far from home and 
sympathizing friends, she grew melancholy. 
Oue day last week she wandered away from 
her pension and disappeared from the view 
of all. Her body was found in the river. 

A COMMON EXPERIENCE. 

Her experience—the tragic ending happily 
excepted—is that of the majority of the hun- 
dreds of American girls who yearly come to 
Berlin to complete their musical ed- 
ucation. It is true that Berlin 
is the best place for the study 
of instrumental music. It has better teachers, 
finer schools and a greater amount of advan- 
tage for hearing good music than any other 
continental city. But none should come who 
have not already received a thorough prelim- 
inary training and are not well grounded in 
musical knowledge. Or if they have not these 
then they should come early in life and be 
prepared to stay from six to eight years. The 
leading music teachers here all deplore the 
want of preparation in the American 
students who come here. All advise 
them to first take advantage of 
the excellent institutions in New York 
and Boston, Philadeiphia and Oincinnati and 
in many other cities. Most of these men will 
only take pupils who possess decided talent, 
and who are far advanced in their studies. 
Those who do not come up to the require- 
ments fall into the hands of teachers of little 
ability. These latter would have saved money

CREATING A SOCIAL CENTER.

The Posr-Disraron has persistently ad- 
vocated making the coming election a 
non-political, clean contest for the good 
of the municipality.

Persistence in this design leaves only 
one course open to respectable citizens of 
St. Louis. The Democratic assessments 
are scarcely more than one-thirc the Re- 
publican assessments.

The nominations were the 
result of a clean victory over the bosses. 
The Democratic managers are asking for 
only enough money for legitimate ex- 
penses.

THE CITIZEN’S FIRST DUTY. 

The election of Mayor, city officers and 
Municipal Asssmbly concerns the voters 
far more as citizens of St. Louis than as 
Democrats or Republicans. By choosing 
none but good and faithful men for all 
the positions to be filled, they can secure 
for the people and the vital interests of 
the city, for four years to come, the com- 
fort and the powerful help of good munic- 
ipal government. 

This is a matter of homeijlife and busi- 
ness necessity, affecting Democrats and 
Republicans alike, and every one of them 
will serve not only his city best but his 
party best, by preventing the latter, if 
he can, from electing a single incompe - 
tent or questionably qualified candidate 
over a better man nominated by the op- 
posite party. 

While both parties have presented some 
well chosen nominations, both have in 
the hurly-burly of convention work made 
some which, on mature reflection, the 
very same conventions would prob- 
ably reject as unfit to be made. It 
is not only the privilege but the 
duty of every loyal citizen of St. Louis at 
the ballot-box to correct these conven- 
tion mistakes according to his own hon- 
est judgment of the men, and give well- 
known integrity and capacity the pref- 
erence over any candidate on his own 
ticket whose possession of such claims is 
at gll questionable. To do otherwise is 
to subordinate his own interests and his 
city’s welfare to the achievementof a 
mere party victory most likely to reflect 
discredit and ultimate injury upon the 
party that wins it. 

But the most promising thing about 
this contest is the fact that it has already 
taken a shape which will silence all pre- 
tensions as to a party victory based on 
the result. The announcement that Fed- 
eral offices and jobs will be showered on 
us in greater profusionif we elect the 
whole Republican ticket is an attempt 
at outside interference and dictation 
as impertinent and offensive as 
the counter-statement that the pres- 
ent State Government will promote 
further hostile legislation against this 
city if she goes Republican, but will for- 
give and ease up on herif she elects the 
whole Democratic ticket. All such 


threats and cajolements subordinating 


the welfare of so great a metropolis to a 
paltry partisan purpose should excite only 
contempt or resentment, and make citi- 
zens of both parties more determined to 
take care of their city. 

Parties organized to operate in na- 
tional politics have all, sooner or later, 
turned out to be wretched misfits in mu- 
nicipal affairs, and the salvation of mu- 
nicipal government in this country no- 
toriously depends upon the discriminating 
independence of both Democrats and Re- 
publicans. The more we haveof it in 
this election, the better for St. Louis and 
for us all. To disregard the party bull - 
dozers in municipal elections is as sacred 
a duty as to squelch the party bosses in 
party conventions.

' ASHBURN, N. Dak., March 
80.—Since McLean County 
was settied it has been the 
habit of some few of the 
citizens to go up the Mis- 
souril in the spring to trap 
beaver.

M. A. Williams and his 
brother, Tom R. Williams. 
Two weeks ago those vet- 

eran trappers packed up a few necessary arti- 
cles and started on one of their hunting 
expeditions. They had been gone two weeks 
before anything at all was heard from them. 
Encouraged by their good luck in trapping 
beaver, they kept on up the river until they 
came to the point where the Little Missoari 
empties into the Great Muddy.“ After a 
three days’ journey up that little tributary 
they found an old deserted cabin and went 
into camp. The traps were set again. They 
were set in Indian Territory and the boys 
knew it. On the second morning after the 
traps were set it was found they had been

Close by the door sto 
a double-barrelled shotgun heavily loaded 
with buckshot, and ai the five Indians ran 
down the river bank both barrels were emp- 
tied in their midst; one fell mortally wounded, 
but the other four got away carrying buck- 
shot in their red skins. Wiillams, severely 
wounded as be was, managed to bury his 
brother on the banks of the Little Missouri 
and to drift down the river amid the ice to 
Fort Stevenson. 


A Lynching Bee Likely.

CotumBiA, 8. C., March 81.—The Governor 
has received information that a desperate at- 
tempt will be made next week to lynch four 
negroes, charged with murdering a white man 


named Abernathie, and criminally assaulting 
his daughter, in York County. These men 
have practically confessed their guilt. They 
will be taken to Yorkville next week for trial 
and it bas been ascertained that a strong 
lynching party will either attempt to take the 
prisoners from the train or capture them 
when they reach the jail. Gov. Richardson 
has ordered the Jenkins rifies to Tork ville to 
accompany the Sheriff of York tothis city, 
and guard the on their way back 
and guard the jail night and day until the dan- 
ger is passed. 

Just two years ago five negroes were 
lynched in York just when they were about to 
go to trial for the murder of a little boy. The 
Governor says he will prevent this being re- 
peated if a regiment of soidies can do it. 

Gov. Richardson has respited until April 19 
the condemned Pickens lynchers, two negroes 
convicted of lynching a white man for as- 
saulting a negro girl. Petitions for the par- 
don of the negroes are pouring in from all 
parts of the State, and it is very probable that 
their sentence will be commuted to a term of 
years. 


He Took a Dusky Bride.

WANT TO CARRY CLUBS. 


The Police Commissieners Hold a Night Ses- 
sion to Look at Applicants. 


The Board of Police Commissioners were in 
session last evening and examined about 
thirty applicants for appointments on the 
force. Vice-President John H. Overall and 
George H. Small and Charies H. Turner 
were the only commissioners present. The 
men were brought in one at a time and ‘‘sized 
up by the members of the board. 


Their build and general appearance 
was noted, and they were conversed with so 
that an idea could be obtained of their mental 
capacity.

Influence of the New Crop—Duliness in 
Corn— Wall Street Notes on Money and 
‘“Steocks—A Corner in May St. Louis 
Wheat—Lecal Markets and Gossip From 
Change.

Yetthe 
price of May continues to range 138@lic above 
July, which is the best possible proof that 
that there is a good-sized unsettled short in- 
terest in that month and that May_is in danger 
of being cornered. With the cash wheat 
in Chicago owned by the clique 
there could not help but be 
a short interest. In fact, every pound of 
wheat that is sold for May delivery, not repre- 
sented by actual outside wheat available for 
delivery on contract, is short wheat, and 
judging from the recent and present move- 
ment from country points this must be an in- 
significant item. Bloom estimates that the 
short interest in May yet outstanding is 7,- 
000, 000 to 8,000,000 bushels over and above the 
3,500,000 bushels of contract wheat in store 
here, and that75 percentof the total long 
interest reste with Fairbank and his asso- 
clates. Unless wheat comes forward a good 
deal faster inthe next sixty days than it has 
during the past ninety days the shorts will be 
assessed heavily. There are many who, how 
ever, think that the real deal has been trans- 
ferred to July and thatthe programme of the 
clique is to drain the country of wheat by 
keeping the cash price up until the end of 
May. By running a preliminary corner in 
May enough money could be wrested from the 
shorts to cover possible losses incident to the 
disposal of the cash wheat in store 
here, leaving a free field for July. 
Under the most favorable conditions 
ever known, not more than 3,000,000 or 4,000,- 
000 bu of new wheat could be brought into 
Chicago during the month of July, which 
would not be sufficient to fill contracts by 
20,000,000 to 25,000,000 bu.

Specifications describe ‘‘fillers’” and treat- 
ment of soft woods that make them almost 
“the equal of hard woods both in appearance 
and durability; pantries are provided, and an 
ice · box or arefrigerator is recommended as 
more convenient and economical than a large 
cellar. 
A large cellar under a low-cost house 
is where the owner often buries a dispro- 
portionate sum. Excavating, walls of 
brick or stone and a cemented bot- 
tom are costly, and it should de 
‘borne in mind that acellar does not provide 
living rooms. Unless a cellar be well built it 
is a positive source of danger to health. For 
low-cost cottages it may be safely stated as a 
rule that where the soil has good, natural 
drainage, a small cellar or no cellar is prefer- 
able. A cheaply-built large cellar will be 
damp, and therein Hes the danger. 
description of the cottage which is illus- 
trated in this article will be found below. 


Size of structure: Width (over-all) 27 feet; 
depth, 30 feet. 

Materials for exterior walls: Foundations, 
stone or brick; first story, clapboards; second 
story, shingles; roof, shingles. 

Height of stories: Cellar, 6feet 6 inches; first 
story, 8 feet 6 inches: second story, 8 feet. 

Sies of rooms: Shown by the floor plans; 
there is a cellar under the hall and parlor. 

Special features: This small cottage design 
is not intended to be ‘‘striking;’’ it would be 
bad taste to make it pretentious. But it has 
architecturai features, such as graceful pro- 
portions, along sloping roof, mullion win- 

dows and a front-projecting gable, sup- 
ported by cantilevers, that save it from 
being commonplace. It has the merit 
of displaying no cheap and tawdry trim- 
4nings—nothing like ‘‘sawed’’ work. Every-

thing is substantial, but no expensive mate- 
rials are required, and the work can be well 
done by mechanics of ordinary skill. 

But the real merit of the design is foundin 
the interior; here are six rooms, averaging a 
fair size, each opening on a passage, all but 
one adjoining the central chimney stack, with 
a stairway and ample closets, inclosed within 
Walls that cover an area of only 740 square 
Yeet. The amateur designer will find it an in- 
teresting study to rearrange the rooms and 
adda single inch to the accommodations of 
this cottage. 

Simple and effective ventilation is secured 
by raising a scuttle, which is placed in the 
ceiling over the second-floor passage, thereby 
creating an air current which passes into the 
open attic and out through the small Louvre 
windows inthe gables. Whenever the rooms 
on either floor are ‘‘stuffy,’’ it will be found 
that raising the scuttle will clear the at mos - 
phere in a few minutes.

This .ex-ehampion of the little fellows was 
drawn against D. Leahy, and, to my mind, 
had ail the bestof the exchanges. enney 
not only did all the leading, but he drove the 
Pastime Athletic Ulub’s man all over the 
stage, and on several occasions Leahy was 
driven through the ropes.

The Italian Influence Upon American 
Architecture and Decoration—The Mar- 
ble Hall of the Villard Palace—The Din- 
ing- Room of Mr. Vanderbilt—Decora- 
tions by La Farge and St. Gaudens.

HE Renaissance,as we 
derive it in this 
country, comes 
through the French 
rather than more di- 
rectly from the land 
of ite birth — Italy. 
The most prominent 
influence is that of 
the transitional pe- 
riod from the French 
Gothic into the Re- 
naissance, which 
was at its height 
during the reign of 
Francis I. Of this 
there are some mag- 
nificent examples in 
New York City, as 
we shall see. 

The lofty vaults, the arches, the proces- 
sional pillars and cold splendor of materials 
that distinguished: Italian interiors do not 
adapt easily either to our climate or our 
manner of living, unless it shall yet 
prove to the contrary on the Pacific 
coast and in the land of gold. There 
are, however, some examples of houses 
and of decoration of which Italy is the direct 
inspiration, and these are surpassed in mag- 
nificence by nothing else in this country. One 
of these isthe Villard house, now the prop- 
erty of Mr. Whitelaw Reid.

MARBLE MOSAICS.

This time it is not the absence of bang 
or bustie, itis not the high corsage or the 
leaning toward literature and total absti- 
nence—it is simply Pussy Willow’’ and 
that fad originated with Mrs. Cleveland 
since her luncheon, a symphony in silver- 
gray at her hotel in New York the other day. 

To be botanical the Pussy Willow,’’ or the 
**Catkin’’ is an imperfect species of efflores - 
cence of the willow, the blossom before the 
leaves come out. There are no petals, and as 
the calyx is all there is to it it is of course in- 
complete. It resembles somewhat in appear- 
ance a caterpillar in curling, dooping effect.

A Family of Seven on $40 a Month. 


The following communication was received 
by the writer of the article entitled Living 
on $100 a Month,’’ which appeared in the 
SUNDAY Post-DispaTou of March 10: 


My Dear Young Housekeeper: 

I have noted with interest the comments on 

our assertion that a young couple can com- 
ortably live on $100a month. A good text for 
a discourse to the doubters oe: 
gests itself to me in the 
words of the seer: ‘‘My son, despise not the 
day of small things. Ofcourse, the daugh- 
ters were included inthe injunction, for the 
world had not then reached the point of civ- 
llization which in our age and generation 
makes the woman often the head ofthe family 
in all matters of household legisiation where 
the saving of the mighty dollar is concerned. 
When Adam said ‘‘Give me to eat, Eve di- 
vided with him. But the modern Eve, 
through a series of evolutions and experiences, 
has learned better than to yield up ail the lit- 
tle secrets of her economy or even hint at the 
name ofthe loan association that opens to 
receive the fives with which she is going to 
buy a home and surprise that husband (wo 
thinks de is eating it all), as in 
the experience vou guve of your 
Arst year’s housekeeping.

I will tell my experience. Iwas married at 
18,having just graduated the spring before.We 
supposed we had $1,200a yearto depend upon, 
but the year after — came our employer. 
by a process of reasoning only known to him- 
self, considered that as our family increased 
our expenses should decrese, and cut us 
down to $1,000. ‘‘Necedsity is the moth- 
er ot invention. Since then I have taught 
myself housework from parlor to kitchen; 
bread-making, pickling, preserving, ironing

THE OUTPUT OF LEADVILLE. 

The mines of Leadville have made an aver- 
age output of about fourteen hundred and 
fifty tons of ore per day during the month of 
March. The total value of the output for the 
month has probably been $1,200,000. For the 


first quarter of the present year the estimated 


output of the mines of Leadville is $3,500,000, 
or at the rate of $14,000,000 for the year. 

The Helena shaft is now 280 fee deep, and 
the bottom is in low-grade ore. The 
shaft is now to be sunk only thirty feet deeper, 
and at300feeta level is to be started. The 
Helena shaft during the past two months has 
passed through the best body of ore that has

Condition of the Mikado—A Promising Out- 
look. 


Special Correspondence of SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH.- 

LEADVILLE, Colo., March 28.—The stories 
which bave been told of the wondrous wealth 
of the Mikado mine seem almost fabulous. 
The stopes must belike Aladdin’s cave, say 
the cynics. Those stories, however, have not 
been exaggerated; they have been, on the 
other hand, rather under the truth than above 
it. The wonderful success of the Mikado 
Mining Co., which two years ago sank the 
Chadbourn sbatt, west of the Iron fault, and 
struck the continuation of the Adelaide-Ar- 
gentine ore body, which, itself is undoubtedly

n the Mikado the ore apparentiy occurs 
in several contacts, lying between sheets 
of porphyry or sheets of porph and 
very silicious limestone, the original body 
of blue limestone having evidently deen 
quite as much split at this place as in Car- 
bonate hill, tothe westward. 

The Mikado is now being worked from the 
Chadbourn shaft, through the 300, 350, 400, 
450 and 500 foot levels, and ore is being 
hoisted from all of them. These levels are 
driven in all directions from the shaft, and, 
in extent, amount to between one and two 
miles. On the south, connection bas been 
made with the veins and hermes; on the east, 
drifts have been driven to the Iron fault, 
itself, and considerable ore has been taken 
out from both directions. Less work has yet 
been done tothe north, that is, towards the 
Allegheny, but the great bonanzas of the 
— have been west and northwest of the 
shaft. 

The ore bodies of this great mine have aver - 
aged in thickness from one or two to six or 
ten feet. Ever since the first of the present 
year the output of the mine has been main- 
tained at a regular daily rate of fifty tons. The 
whole amount of this ore is richer than that of 
any other mine, producing an equal quantity 
in Leadville, or, indeed, any other mine of 
this district that has been producing for the 
last six years. The average ade of the 
Mikado ore is over 250 ounces sliver per ton. 
Much of it is literally green with chloride of 
silver. It will be remembered that the 
Mikado produced over $100,000 in six 
successive days last December.

A force of four 
men, who are paid extra wages, are engaged 
in taking out these pockets and work under 
guard. ‘rhe centers of these pockets are a 
pure chloride of silver. The outer edges are 
a little mixed and assay fro 
ounces of silver per tos. 
sacked and on top is carefully pulverized oy 
the manager himself and scattered throug 
the ore that is shipped to the smeiter. The 
pure silver chloride is locked in a largesafe 
in the shaft-house as soon as it is hoisted. It 
is then melted and shipped as bullion. 

At the bottom of the Chadbourn shaft, 575 
feet from the surface, has been opened the 
second great contact, showing a large body of 
sulphide ore which 4s m th to 
sixty ounces per ton in silver. No develop- 
ment work of any consequence has been done 
in that, yet, however, as . is too much 
rich ore in the mine for the manager to 
trouble himself with it. 

There can be no doubt now that the Mikado 
is not only the richest silver mine in orado, 
but the richest in all America. In St. Louis 
it has eclipsed the great Granite Mountain;

MR. CHESHIRE, 
the Chinese Secre of our Legation at 
Pek and one of the abiest of our repre- 
sentatives in China, pureved his studies of the 
Chinese language in Chinese clothes, livin 
ina Chinese house and wearing a cue. e 
went into all parts of Chinese cities and into 
the most out-of-the-way places. He de- 
scribed to me two execations which he wit- 
nessed. One by strangulation and the other 
by decapitation. 
»The Chinese, said he, ‘‘prefer to be 
strangled rather than to have their heads cut 
off. The man who is beheaded can only 
come to earth again to fill the office of execu- 
tioner, and this is the vilest of Chinese occu- 
pations. 8 ling is a respectabie method 
of taking off. It is infected on kidnappers 
and on all thieves who steal articles of more 
than 3800 in value. The prisoner is fastened 
to a cross and a strong piece of twine is tied 
around bis neck and fastened at the upper 
partofthe perpendicular bar. Such deaths 
are siow, and another method is twisting the 
cord until the man dies. The agony I cannot 
describe, butI shall never forget the stran- 
gled man's face. 
»The man I saw deeapitated, continued 
Mr. Cheshire, ‘‘was forced to Enee!l. His 
hands were tied behind him, throwing his 
neck to the front and the assistant of the ex- 
ecutioner pulled the head further out by 
holding on to the man’s cue. One biow of 
the sword severed the neck and the execu- 
tioner ran with the head to the magistrate, 
At this execution halt g dozen prisoners were 
brought to the ex on ground, but only 
one of them was beheaded, the sentence of 
the others being commuted at the last mo- 
ment. Before the execution took piace I 
walked among the prisoners smoking. One 
of them asked me fora eigar and 1 gave it to 
him.

THE LOAN COLLECTION. 


Au American Water-Color Exhibition at the 
Art Museum. 


How many have examined with delight the 
reproductions of pictures by Meissonier, Rosa 
Bonheur, Dore and J. M. W. Turner, artiste 
whose respective styles ot work are as varied 
as are those of Joe Jefferson, Lawrence Bar- 
rett and Madame Modjeska in their particular 


kind of work. ’ 

To such it must be a treat to examine the 
originals by these artists, now on exhibition 
in the Loan Collection of Water Colors at the 
Museum of Fine Arts, Nineteenth and Lucas 
place. There is one example, cach of them 
very characteristic, of each of these fa- 
mous artists. But to Americans who are 
interested in the progress of art in this 
country it is of even greater interest to 
have an opportunity of examining a collection 
of works by American artists, and of forming 
an estimate of the condition of art in water 
color and pastel.

They say that though the Fox sisters 
may be impostors, as they declare themselves 
to be, yet the great truthe and principles of 
modern spiritualism stand as firmly and shine 
as brightly as ever. They say that these date 
back far beyond the time of the Fox giris. 
Even in that low, rambling, two-story bouse 
in which those mendacious young women firs 
cracked their toe joints it is claimed the genu- 
ine gpiritual phenomena were observed be 
fore the Fox giris ever inhabited it. 
In 1847 that house was occupied 
one Michael Weekman with his family. 
He was a poor, ignorant labore 
with no thought beyond his dally toll for his 
daily bread. He and his family were soon 
troubled by mysterious raps heard in ali parts 
of their dwelling, especially at night, an an- 
noyance that soon Increased to such an extent 
that sleep was an impossibility. During all 
this time the Fox sisters, then mere children 
aged ll and 9 years, lived with their parents a 
a distance of several miles, so that they could 
not possibly bave had a hand—or a we joint

after the death of Swedenborg, dy the man- 
festations of spirit power which were then 
made here in Hydesvilie, and which soon at- 
tracted general attention throughout the 


world. 

Besides this prediction of Swedenborg, the 
birth of modern spirituaiiam was twice eee. 
esied. In 1843 some members of the Shaker 
communities at New Lebanon and Waterviict, 
N. Y., seemed to be under some strange 

ychological influence ich threw them lu 
on trance «tate. While in that condition 
they delivered long discourses in the names 
of eminent men of bygone ages by whose 
spirits they said they were possessed. 

After these manifestations had continued 
for nearly a year, the spirits one day bade the 
brethren a solemn adieu, telling them to say 
nothing to the world’s people of what haa 
passed, but to treasure it in their hearts, and 
promising that in a few years they would re-

the regiment in front threw out «skirmish 
line.

A TASTE FOR TORTURE. 


A NEW FIELD OF DRAMATIC ACTIVITY 8UG- 
GESTED BY “LA TUSCA.” 


The Possibility of Inquisition Cruelties as So- 
claland Dramatic Entertainmepts—The 
Streegth of Sardou’s Piay—Two Charm. 
ing Singers—Attractions of the Week— 


EOPLE who lived 

during the period 
of the Spanish inquisi- 
tion and similar painful 
institutions did not real- 
ize what exquisite en- 
joyment they missed by 
having the inguisition 
carried on in secret. 

The refined and cult- 
ured representatives of 
nineteenth eentury 
civilization would have 
reveled in the inquisi- 
tional tortures. They 
would doubtiess have 
had them take place on 
a public stage with 
racks, thumb- screws, 
steel points, wheels, red-hot pokers and 
» 20ers for stage properties and the chief 
inquisitor, his assistants, the victim and the 
victim’s nearest relatives, whose sympathetic 
agony at seeing him suffer would add spice 
and piquancy tothe entertainment, would be 
the actors. 

The specess oft La Tosca’’ suggests a new 
and broad field of dramatic entertainment 
when society is thoroughly cultivated up to 
the enjoy ment of refined and excessive crueity. 
The search for sensations has found in gbud- 
dering pity and horror a most exquisite sense 
of pleasure. There might be scalping farces, 
red hot pincer comedies, thumb-screw oper- 
ettas and slow-torture, fiendish-mutder melo- 
dramas. 

Young men then could ask young ladies to 
go to the theater and naveashudder. Inthe 
proper development of this taste for brutality 
there might be introduced in society torture 
teas and inquisition receptions. 

But, seriously, it was a strange spectacle to 
see tender and sensitive giris thrilling with 
pity and horror at the tngenious cruelty of 
Scarpia or shuddering with disgust at the ex- 
hibition of his brutish lust or grieving with 
sympathy at the murderous fury of a desper- 
ate woman. 

„La Tosca’’ can only bear inspection from 
the standpoint of dramatic intensity and ar- 
tistie brilliancy. It is bad in morals, shock- 
ing to refined taste in parts and excessively 
trying to the sensibilities. 

The generous heroism of Mario in defend- 
ing bis friend at the risk of his life 
and at the cost of extreme suffering 
and the devotion of La Tosca to her lover 
are the only bright elements inthe somber 


lotures of the play. But even the love of 

a Toscais ofthe passionate sensual rather 
than the pure spiritual kind. Her sacritice of 
her honor for her lovér’s life is proof that the 
possession of him is more to her than honor 
or respect. Her love is the love of a mistreas, 
not ofawife. The characger of the woman, 
however, is skillfully and admirably drawa. 
The character of Scarpia, too, is a bold crea- 
tion. 

The very elements in the play which shock 
conventional tastes most are the elements 
which add most to it artistic fidelity and its 
massive strength. The mixture of religion 
and crime is a superb touch of supersti 
nature. The act of devotion in the con- 
science-stricken, horroi-haunted woman, 
after herfury hasbeen spent onthe dying 
Scarpia, is a master stroke of inspiration. 

In skill of construction, ingenuity, dramatic 
intensity and magnificent sustainibg power it 
is doubtful if the play has its equal. 

And the part of La Tosca-receivés superb 
treatment from Fanny Davenport’s hands. 
Her Fedora showed that tragedy is her forte 
and La Tosca“ demonstrates that her capa- 
bilities are almost unlimited. She is La Toséa. 
The emotions of the woman are delineated 
with a vivid distinctness and trenchant power 
of expression which is magnificent. , 

Mac Dowell’s Scarpia, also, is an artistic and 
forceful impersonation.
